The Manor of Ebury is the formal 
title of this ancient grange or farm, 
which we know better as embracing 
mainly Belgravia’ and Mayfair and’ 
much of Pimlico, It stretches eouth 
‘from Oxford street to the Thames. 
On the west and east itis bounded by 
two of London's buried rivers, the 
Westbourne and the Tybourne. 

Part of the -site of. Buckingham 
Palace and nearly all its grounds were 
aleo included in the “few fields of 
pasture” which Mary Davies brought 
to Sir Thomas Grosvenor. They were 
married’ when ahe was “about 15” 
at St. Clement Danes, in-the Strand,

groom, with the family’s great estate’ 
at Eaton and elsewhere, was, reputed. 
.tmice-as wealthy aa” Mary with her 
“Marior of Ebury.” But London as,

Mr. Gatty demolishes the: agrecable 
legend that Mary.was a milkinaid, the 
daughter of an alderman-d:.irykeeper, 
and tended the paternal. cows in the 
peaceful pastures we call Grosvenor- 
square, The truth is not so pictures- 
que. Her father, as Pepys describes 
bir, wag ‘Davies, thelittle fellow, my 
sehoolfellow, the bookseller”. Tho 
estate came into the market when 
Henry VII, seized it from the Abbot’ 
of Westmineter at the Dissolution. 
And it cam¢ down to the Davies 
family from their forbear, “old 
Awdley,” a notorious usurer and hard
